"which the speaker had any knowledge. lu 
163d, when Newport was settled, a map 
was published marking of! the sections ec-t 
off to the original settlers. The first map 
*of Newport proper was pybllshed In 1712-13 


by John Mumford. Rev. Dr. Stiles made 
a map of ihe streets of the town In 1758, 


the tree* themeelvcB, and that within, a 
very few years the trees will be rutued. 


Mr. Fred M. Hammett. was called upon 


as a member of (he city government, to 
say what he thought tho city would be 
willing to do. In reply ho said that the 
trees In tho public parks are in tho con- 
trol of the park commission, and that body 
would have charge of the work there.

Davis spoke briefly of well know a Insect 
pests which attack elms, anil thort nmre at

source of danger In New England.. .He de- 
scribed tho life of the beetle,1 its rapid 
growth 
from 
larva to pupa aad 
the 


full 
grown 
insect, 
and 
satd 
that 


- 'Its presence is a very serious danger, not 


only to the leaves upon whfcb it feeds but 
to the vitality of the treo Itself. The beetle 
Is a native of southern Europe, being first 
known, in the- Mediterranean Islands and 


"' thence spreading over a greater part of the 


south of Europe. It made its first appear- 
ance In Baltimore, and has spre* along 
the'Atlantic coast, reaching New England 
three years ago. It has attacked the mag- 
nificent elms at New Haven, and at one 


- time It was thought that their destruction 


-could not bo prevented- It has also at- 
tacked numerous elms on tho private es- 
tates of Newport, and threatens tho fine, 
trees in the public squares and streets. 
Mr. Davis said that Ihe beetle must be 
destroyed or Newport must loose her elms. 
Fortunately, however, there Is a means of 
ridding the trees of this pest. The prin- 
ciple of spraying, which has been success- 
fully, used In saving fruit trees in this vi- 
cinity,, notably at the- Kingston Agricul- 
tural College, and by which Rhode Island 
might easily regain Its former excellent 
reputation for its fruit, can be applied to 
the destruction of the clm-Icaf beetle. 
Tho beetles feed on the leaves, attacking 
tho trees as soon as tho first leaves ap- 
pear, and In one form-of life or another

continue 
their 
depredations 
until 
the 


leaves are destroyed. • It is essential that 
preparation for the work of destroying ho 
started at irace, as the buds on the trees 
are beginning to form and the leaves will

8:30 o'clock, and there are a few peculiar 
circumstances connected with It which BUOW 
conclusively that the burglar was fearless as 
well as clever. 


Mr. Clarke's residence Is In a large bouse 


opposite Vernon street. It Is an apartment 
liou.sc, and ho occupies tbe middle section. He 
iia&alcsnian,andwasaray Saturday night, 
but the other members of h!s family, Includ- 
ing JIIss Clarke, were at homo. 


The house stands high upon Its foundation, 


and the windows ot the first floor are at least 
six feet from the sldowalb. Directly In front 
of Mr. Clarke's homo la an electric light, and 
Saturday night II bnrned »s brightly as ever. 


The front hall Is reached by several steps 


from tho ttdowalk, and directly to the right of 
the main door leading from thcballls a parloi 
and out of this Is a room which iliss Clarke 
occupies. In this room there'Is a window 
looking out upon tbo street. 


Early that evening tho young woman went 


to her room, and In Us usual place left her 
pocketbook containing $ft> and other articles. 
Near at hand were several articles of jewelry 
of no small value. 


The window was partially opened, for as 


long as the family was at home and using the 
rooms no ono had an idea that a burglar would 
steal Into the house.
